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Council's 
target for 
homes at 
400 a year 

FOUR hundred new homes 
a year will be created in 
Sandwell under new plans 
to tackle the housing crisis. 

New council houses will 
be built, empty properties 
brought back into use and 
business premises trans¬ 
formed into homes under 
the proposals. The 10 year 
plan will also see brownfield 
or former industrial land 
sold off to developers. 

The move has been driven 
by the borough’s rising and 
changing population after 
wards such as Smethwick 
and Soho/Victoria have seen 
a ‘specific young growth’ 
and are currently being tar¬ 
geted by developers. 

More than 60 per cent of 
residents are now aged 45 or 
under, but there is also sig¬ 
nificant growth in the num¬ 
ber of older people. 

Other proposals include 
improving the range of pri¬ 
vate sector properties avail¬ 
able, acquiring additional 
properties through the ‘buy 
back’ option on ex-Right 
to Buy properties and the 
mortgage rescue scheme. 

The council is also looking 
at options such as support¬ 
ing developers to kick-start 
projects and developing eq¬ 
uity release products. 

Housing strategy boss 
Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“All the wards are affected, 
but Smethwick, Soho/Vic¬ 
toria are specific young 
growth areas where there is 
land available.”

Remembering at rediscovered cenotaph

A CENOTAPH that was once thought 
to be lost has once again attracted 
crowds of people for Tuesday’s annu¬ 
al Armistice Day service in West Bro¬ 
mwich. The memorial at Heath Lane 
cemetery dates back to 1919, when it 
was first erected in West Bromwich 
High Street, paid for by returning 
soldiers who wanted a monument to 
the fallen. The cenotaph later disap¬ 
peared from outside the Victory Hall. 

Local historian Terry Price became 
interested in locating the missing me¬ 
morial after noticing it in the back¬ 
ground of a picture taken of debris 
in Shaftesbury Street in the Tantany 
Estate in 1940 after a bomb blast. 

Whilst researching the wherea¬ 
bouts of the memorial Mr Price re¬ 
ceived a tip-off that the memorial 


had eventually made its way into the 
cemetery in Heath Lane. Mr Price 
said: “I tracked it down to the ceme¬ 
tery and found it buried under bushes 
and shrubs. It was so well hidden that 
even workmen that were working on 
the site at the time had no idea what 
it was.” 

Mr Price took the discovery to 
then-ward councillor Tony Ward and 
convinced him to clean up the monu¬ 
ment and to put on an Armistice Day 
service. Although Heath Lane Ceme¬ 
tery does have another memorial at 
its Heath Lane entrance, there was no 
annual service held before Mr Price 
rediscovered the cenotaph. 

According to Mr Price, the ceno¬ 
taph pre-dates the memorial at Dart¬ 
mouth Park by five years.

Binmen 
throw out 
four-day 
week call 

A PLANNED reduction in 
the number of days rubbish 
is collected across Sandwell 
has been scrapped after 
workers rejected the idea. 

Union bosses have wel¬ 
comed contractor Serco’s 
decision to stick to the cur¬ 
rent five-day bin collection 
after opposing the proposal 
for a four-day week. 

The company, which 
has run bins, green waste 
and recycling collections 
in the borough on behalf 
of Sandwell Council since

seen staff doing a 37-hour 
week over four days, was 
part of a bid for ‘more effi¬ 
cient working’. 

But Jason Holtom, part¬ 
nership director for Serco 
said: “We proposed a four 
day collection week to our 
employees for their consid¬ 
eration and feedback as it is 
a system we operate success¬ 
fully elsewhere.” 

Matthew Law, council 
convener for Unite, said 
union members voted to 
reject the proposal on the 
change to the working week 
at a meeting involving GMB 
and Unison members last 
week. He is meeting Serco 
bosses today. He said: “We 
welcome the decision and 
look forward to continued 
discussions regarding the 
modernisation of the bin col¬ 
lection service in Sandwell.”

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Jail for man in £30k deal bid on case 


A MAN who tried to broker a 
£30,000 deal to derail a court case 
has been jailed for a year. Ansab 
Malik, of Shireland Brook Gar¬ 
dens, Winston Green, attempted to 
act as a go-between for two parties 
embroiled in an affray case, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

The 23-year-old exchanged Face- 
book messages with those involved 
in the case and figures of £10,000 


and £30,000 were offered in ex¬ 
change for dropping charges, the 
court was told. 

But rather than take the defend¬ 
ant up on his offer, the matter was 
referred to the police. “It is plain 
that this attempt to pervert the 
course of justice was never going 
anywhere,” said Mr Robert Cowley 
defending. 

“What was the consequence of 


this defendant’s behaviour? Nobody 
else was arrested, nobody else lost 
their liberty, and the trial did not 
collapse.” 

Mr Cowley told the court the de¬ 
fendant, who was found guilty by a 
jury on one count of perverting the 
course of justice, had been ‘foolish’ 
and his family’s business would suf¬ 
fer. Recorder Balraj Singh Bhatia 
described the offence as ‘serious’ 


and that a custodial sentence had to 
be given to act as a ‘deterrent’. 

Sentencing Malik to one year 
in prison, Recorder Bhatia said: 
“What you embarked upon over a 
two-month period was very serious. 
You may not have appreciated how 
serious it was at the time but any 
interference of the course of justice 
is regarded as so serious that only 
custodial sentence is justified.”

'traumatised' 
says mother 

THE mother of a young girl 
who was hit by a firework 
at the bonfire night display 
has spoken out over the in¬ 
cident. 

Natalie James said her 
daughter had been trauma¬ 
tised after the stray rocket 
veered into the crowd and 
struck her. She claimed 
seven-year-old Kacey-Lou 
had been left with a fear of 
fireworks. 

The family were leaving 
the display shortly after 
8pm. Mrs James, aged 33, 
said they were around 100 
yards from where the fire¬ 
works were being launched. 

“It happened so quickly,” 
she said. “We were leaving 
when this firework just shot 
out. I felt it skim my leg be¬ 
fore it hit my daughter’s. 

“She was hysterical, then 
everyone started pushing 
and grabbing their kids, try¬ 
ing to get out, it was chaos. I 
was trying to protect Kacey 
from people kicking her as 
they were running.” 

The mother of three, of 
Village Walk, Wednesbury, 
has since taken her daugh¬ 
ter to the doctor’s surgery to 
have the injury checked and 
been told the youngster will 
make a full recovery.

He said: “We stopped at 
the Brunswick Park main 
gates and I saw a big group 
of people ahead at the skate 
park, so I picked up my 
daughter and put her on my 
shoulders. 

“As I did a stray firework 
came over the top of us and 
exploded on empty land 
nearby, then another fire¬ 
work hit my leg, exploding 
and burning through my 
trousers. There was a huge 
bang and a flash of green 
light 

“The wardens came 
round me quickly. When I 
got home my partner looked 
at it and said my leg was 
burnt with cuts and bruis¬ 
ing. I went to hospital and 
they treated the burns be¬ 
fore wrapping the leg up in 
dressing.” 

He said: “I feel very 
shaken up by what hap¬ 
pened.”

THEY came in their thousands. From the 
veterans who have witnessed war with 
their own eyes, to schoolchildren learning 
about conflict for the first time. 

Young and old stood shoulder to shoulder 
in poignant ceremonies to mark 100 years 
since the outbreak of the First World War.

Guide to update lettings agents

in the borough will be given the 
booklet. There was also due to be 
information sessions on improving 


empty properties and a forum for 
landlords. 

The lettings pack, put together 
by the council’s housing quality and 
trading standards teams, outlines 
relevant legislation which applies to 
letting agents. 

It covers a range of legal, and 
health and safety advice and in¬ 
cludes information on property 
standards and lettings fees. 


Councillor Ian Jones, who is in 
charge of jobs and the economy in 
Sandwell, said: “I know that there 
are a good many letting agents in 
Sandwell who are extremely pro¬ 
fessional and as a council we wish 
to continue supporting and working 
with those agents. 

“We also need to ensure that 
those who do not follow such good 
practices, mainly out of ignorance, 


know what is expected of them and 
the information they need to do it 
right, at their fingertips. 

The guide is issued to coincide 
with new legislation which sees all 
letting agents having to sign-up to 
a redress scheme. The scheme will 
give greater protection to tenants 
and landlords by providing an in¬ 
dependent and official investigation 
into complaints.

More than 550 braved tor¬ 
rential rain to come face to 
face with the legendary Indian 
sportsman in the flesh at Tesco 
in West Bromwich. 

He arrived amid tight security

to be greeted with a sea of smart¬ 
phones as his devotees clamoured to 
get pictures of him. And the down- 
to-earth star was only too happy to 
oblige - posing for dozens of selfies 
with the delighted crowd. 

The 41-year-old, who retired al¬ 
most exactly a year ago, was signing 
copies of his autobiography Playing 
It My Way, which has broken all 
sales records for its Indian pub¬ 
lisher. 

Among his overjoyed fans was 
rising Wolverhampton batsman 


18-year-old Raman Jaspal, of 
Penn, who plays for Worcestershire 
County Cricket club’s junior side. 
He admited he froze when he came 
face to face with his hero. 

Security 

Raman, a pharmacy student at 
the University of Wolverhampton, 
has also played for the city’s junior 
XI. He said: “When he signed my 
copy I really didn’t know what to 
say. I froze, but he said ‘thanks for 
buying my book’.” 

Anil Patel, aged 44, and Kish 
Lad, 54, both of Walsall, whipped 
out their camera phones to get Ten¬ 


dulkar’s photograph. They revealed 
they once met and chatted with the 
former batsman when they trav¬ 
elled to South Africa for the 2003 
cricket World Cup. 

After the signing, the cricketer 
went on an impromptu walkabout 
for about two minutes in the store 
during which delighted fans rushed 
to greet and touch him despite 
a heavy security presence at the 
event. Shouts of ‘Sachin, Sachin’ 
echoed around the aisles. 

A spokeswoman for his UK pub¬ 
lisher Hodder & Stoughton said: 
“We have had lots of excited people 
come in.” 


Baby died 
as injury 
to brain 
took toll 

A 15-MONTH-old baby who 
suffered with health issues 
died of a brain injury in 
hospital after suffering a 
cardiorespiratory arrest, an 
inquest heard. 

Jack Mead, of Simcox 
Road, Wednesbury, was ad¬ 
mitted to Sandwell Hospital 
on September 5 after his 
father, Jonathan Mead, no¬ 
ticed he had gone a ‘dusky’ 
colour, the inquest at 
Smethwick Council House 
heard. He said his son had 
suffered from tracheobron¬ 
chomalacia, which meant he 
could have breathing prob¬ 
lems and required a ventila¬ 
tor, and before he had been 
taken to hospital a nurse 
who had been present tried 
to give him oxygen. 

Mr Mead said he rang 
999 and his son was taken 
to Sandwell Hospital and 
transferred a day later to 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. His condition de¬ 
teriorated and he died on 
September 11. 

An MRI scan had con¬ 
firmed there had been a lack 
of oxygen to his brain and he 
died of severe hypoxic brain 
injury due to prolonged out 
of hospital cardiorespiratory 
arrest and severe tracheo¬ 
bronchomalacia crisis. De¬ 
livering a conclusion that he 
died of natural causes, coro¬ 
ner Mr Zafar Siddique said: 
“It’s an absolute tragedy.”

Hundreds 
remain on 
adoption 
wait list 

ALMOST 500 children are 
waiting to be adopted in the 
West Midlands, according to 
new figures. 

First4Adoption, the na¬ 
tional adoption informa¬ 
tion service for England, 
revealed that 250,000 peo¬ 
ple used the service since it 
launched in January 2013, 
with new figures released 
by the Department for Edu¬ 
cation showing 490 children 
are waiting to be adopted. 

Gemma Gordon-Johnson, 
head of service at First- 
4Adoption, said: “In recent 
years, there have been im¬ 
portant improvements in 
the adoption system that 
has made it easier to place 
children with families as 
quickly as possible. But 
there is still more to be 
done. We need more people 
to come forwardy.” 

The independent organ¬ 
isation is run by a consor¬ 
tium of children’s charities 
and supported by the De¬ 
partment for Education, 
was set up to create greater 
transparency around the 
adoption process and to give 
impartial information to 
people interested in adopt¬ 
ing in England. 

Children and Families 
Minister Edward Timpson, 
who has two adopted broth¬ 
ers, said: “It’s great news to 
see this important campaign 
getting off the ground .” 

Choir heads

A BIRMINGHAM-based 
choir will be making its first 
visit to Abu Dhabi following 
an invitation to perform 
two concerts in United Arab 
Emirates by the country’s 
tourism board.

Snap to it for window of opportunity in appeal

A WEDNESBURY church has launched an 
appeal to raise £25,000 to repair a 99-year- 
old stained glass window. 

Stonework around the window at St 
Batholomew’s Church in Little Hill - said 
to be a unique depiction of the coming of 
Christianity to Wednesbury - is crumbling 
away, putting the panes of glass at risk. 

Vicar, the Rev Tim Vasby-Burnie said the 
threat is so great the church will have to 
board up the window throughout the win¬ 
ter months. People in Wednesbury are now 
being asked to pick up their cameras to help 
raise fund to save the historic window. 


Wednesbury poet laureate Brendan Haw¬ 
thorne and the vicar are asking members 
of the public to create their own ‘window’ 
of the town, by taking pictures reflecting 
different scenes and using them to create a 
window-shaped montage. 

The winning entry will be used to create a 
postcard accompanying a poem by Mr Haw¬ 
thorne to promote the appeal. 

Those taking part will pay a small entry 
fee to kick-start the fundraising drive. 

Mr Hawthorne said the church’s 16ft tall 
Woden window, created by world-renowned 
designer Charles Kempe, was dedicated to 


the people of Wednesbury when it was in¬ 
stalled in 1905. He said: “This is an ideal 
opportunity for anyone with a camera or 
mobile phone to photograph five to seven 
positive images of the town and put them 
together in a montage resembling their own 
‘stained glass window’.” 

Mr Hawthorne is also asking for people to 
write a 250-word story describing Wednes¬ 
bury, either looking from Church Hill to the 
town or up to Church Hill from the town, 
as part of a separate creative writing com¬ 
petition open to all ages. Both competitions 
close on January 31 2015. 


Rudi tells pupils how he 
survived Nazi oppression

DEEP within the horror of a Nazi 
concentration camp - young 
Rudi Oppenheimer lived in dire 
conditions, so awful they cost 
the lives of both his parents. 

Aged 13, he was banned from school and 
play, and faced being shot without warning 
if he got too close to the high barbed wire 
fencing surrounding his camp. 

But the young Jew survived - thanks to 
his sister’s British registered birth - and is 
on a mission to tell his story to students. 

The 83-year-old appeared at Wood Green 
Academy in Wednesbury last week, as part 
of a visit organised through the Holocaust 
Educational Trust. 

Mr Oppenheimer, who now lives in Lon¬ 
don, was born in Berlin and lived there 
with his parents and his older brother Paul 
until he was four years old. His family left 
Berlin in 1936 to escape Nazi persecution. 
His father worked at the Mendelsohn Bank 
in Berlin and managed to obtain a transfer 
to the Amsterdam branch in 1936. 

Certificate 

Before they moved to Heemstede in 
Holland, he lived for six months in Brit¬ 
ain with his mother and brother, although 
his father didn’t join them. He said three 
months after arriving in London his sister 
Eve was born, adding: “Since she’s born 
here, she’s got a British birth certificate. 
That bit of paper would save our lives in 
years to come.” 

In May 1940 German troops invaded Hol¬ 
land and Mr Oppenheimer said he had at 
first been excited about the news because 
he did not know what war was like. He said 
a number of laws were passed, including 
that all Jewish children must attend Jew¬ 
ish schools, Jews were not allowed in public 
places and from April 1942 had to wear yel¬ 
low stars on each item of clothing to show 
they were a Jew. In 1942 Jews in Amster¬ 
dam were being rounded up and deported 
from the city but Mr Oppenheimer and his 
family, who had lived in Amsterdam since 
May 1942, managed to avoid deportation 
for the time being because his father was 
working for the Jewish Council. 

But they were rounded up in June 1943 
and sent to the transit camp Westerbork, 
in the north-east of Holland. He told pupils 
how his parents must have already fore¬ 
seen what was happening as everything 


was packed when they were told to leave. 
At the camp he said the men’s and wom¬ 
en’s barracks were separated but he stayed 
with his mother and Eve because he was so 
young. Describing the camp, he said: “It’s 
quite small. It’s only 500m by 500m.” 

He said there was a barbed wire fence 
and seven watch towers. He said that no¬ 
body died at the camp except from natural 
causes but people shared bunk beds, add¬ 
ing: “There was no privacy whatsoever.” 

He said meals served from the kitchen 
were the same each day and each week they 
would take a shower in the bath house. 

Mr Oppenheimer’s father had registered 
Eve as a British subject with the Swiss em¬ 
bassy in Amsterdam in June 1942, because 
Eve had been born in the UK. 

His family were now classified as ‘ex¬ 
change’ Jews which meant that they might 
be exchanged for Germans interned by the 


allies and were to be exempt from meas¬ 
ures taken against other Jews. It allowed 
him and his family to remain in Wester¬ 
bork until February 1944, when, after 
spending seven months in the camp, the 
Oppenheimer family were deported to Ber- 
gen-Belsen in Germany. He said the camp 
was much bigger. 

Mr Oppenheimer said: “There was a very 
high barbed wire fence, two-and-a-half to 
three metres high. If you got too close to the 
fence you would be shot without warning.” 

There were rules forbidding schooling, 
playing and entertainment. As exchange 
Jews, Mr Oppenheimer and his family re¬ 
ceived certain privileges in Bergen-Belsen. 

They lived in separate compounds from 
the other prisoners; they did not have to 
wear the striped uniforms that other pris¬ 
oners were forced to wear, they did not have 
their hair shaved and they were able to keep 


their luggage. But during the winter of 1944 
to 1945 there were dire living conditions 
and inl945 his parents died within months 
of each other. Speaking about his father’s 
death, he said: “Again we didn’t say good¬ 
bye to him. We were orphans now desperate 
to be liberated.” 

Mr Oppenheimer and his brother left 
on the last train to leave Bergen-Belsen in 
April 1945 and after travelling for 14 days 
they awoke on the train to find that the SS 
guards had gone and they were free. 

They managed to get to Leipzig with the 
help of the Russians, and from here they 
began their return journey to Holland. In 
June 1945, almost exactly two years after 
their deportation from Amsterdam, they ar¬ 
rived in Maastricht. The Oppenheimers had 
a relative in England, so it was here that 
they headed to join their uncle and aunt, in 
London, a few months later.

Mr Spellar backed a La¬ 
bour campaign calling on 
the government to extend 
the remit of the Gangmas- 
ters Licensing Authority 
(GLA) to ensure everyone 
receives the minimum 
wage. 

The GLA was created 
after the Morecambe Bay 
cockle pickers disaster in 
2004. Mr Spellar said: “The 
GLA have done important 
work, but there are still 
too many stories of people 
in Sandwell being exploited 
by unscrupulous employ¬ 
ers.”

NAPOLEON once dismissed 
Britain as ‘a nation of shopkeep¬ 
ers. Well according to a rath¬ 
er new depressing survey into 
our towns and cities, the Black 
Country and its environs is now a 
region of bookies, pawnbrokers 
and kebab shops. 

Now, I really would like to be 
angry about the study by retail 
analysts Harper Dennis Hobbs, 
which ranks Dudley the worst 
of Britain’s 500 main shopping 
destinations, with Halesowen, 
Bilston and Rugeley faring only 
marginally better. However, it is 
surely only telling us what we 
already know. Indeed, judging 
from the public reaction to the 
study, the main bone of conten¬ 
tion among people in this area 
is how Wolverhampton, which 
comes in at a middling 262nd 
place in the survey, is not down 
there with them. 

Outraged civic leaders say the 
figures fail to take into account 
the many regeneration schemes 
lined up for their areas. But aside 
from the proposed new Deben- 
hams store at the Mander Cen¬ 
tre, which will hopefully give Wol¬ 
verhampton a boost, what else 
is in the pipeline to turn around 
these towns which persistently 
punch below their weight? Is a 
new market place in Dudley real¬ 
ly going to bring back the likes of 
Beatties? I doubt it. 

Admit 

Of course, it is unfair to lay 
all the blame at cash-strapped 
councils, which in reality do 
not have as much power as we 
would like to think over where 
retailers choose to locate. What 
would be nice, though, would be 
for our leaders to admit there is 
a problem, instead of indignantly 
protesting at the unfairness of it 
all. Talking up tourism really isn’t 
much help when it comes to the 
weekly shop. 

The one ray of hope is the 
Queen’s Square shopping cen¬ 
tre in West Bromwich, which has 
breathed some life into the town 
by giving people what they want 
- large retail units with ample car 
parking, which are able to attract 
the big-name retailers. More 
please. 

I’m a Black Country lad, and 
I will always support my local 
town, whatever the surveys say. 
But I do this out of blind loyal¬ 
ty, in pretty much the same way 
that I will always support Aston 
Villa, even though, more often 
than not, this involves paying out 
for an experience which leaves 
me feeling deflated and disheart¬ 
ened. 

The trouble is, I suspect I am 
one of a dying breed, and this 
cannot bode well for the Black 
Country. Just as many young¬ 
sters today reject the dubious 
pleasures of supporting their un¬ 
derachieving local teams in fa¬ 
vour of watching the expensively 
assembled stars of Chelsea, 
Manchester City or United on tel¬ 
evision, how likely is it that many 
of them will continue to support 
the likes of our ailing towns and 
cities, when they can just hop on 
a train to Birmingham.

Club throws itself 
into celebrations 


A judo club in Smethwick 
has smashed through the 
50-year barrier. ANDREW 
TURTON reports 

THEY’VE trained generations 
of judo players - now this 
tough bunch of competitors 
are celebrating five decades at 
the top of their game. 

Smethwick’s Karu Kyoshi Kan 
Judo Club, better known as the 3K’s 
club, has marked half a century of 
throws and grapples with a major 
celebration. 

Hundreds of judo players have de¬ 
veloped their passion for the sport by 
hitting the mats within its well-known 
home at the Harry Mitchell Centre. 

The thriving club is still as strong 
today, training athletes in the domed- 
roof ex-army Nissen hut since the 1960s. 

Malcolm Collins, now aged 82, was al¬ 
ready a keen sportsman, playing football 
for junior sides at West Bromwich Albion 
in his younger days. 

Downstairs 

But a chance exposure to his future 
sporting passion came when he heard 
judo players hitting the mats while he 
was training downstairs in a gym. 

He quickly developed his skills spend¬ 
ing around four years reaching his black 
belt. 

By 1964 his skills had developed 
enough for him to take part in the trials 
to join the British Olympic Judo team. 

The contest was held at Crystal Pal¬ 
ace Stadium, in London, and Mr Collins 
managed to finish in third place in the 
lightweight category. 

Only the contest winner from each 
weight group was able to go onto com¬ 
pete in the Olympics but Mr Collins con¬ 
tinued to take part in contests. 

He was only able to train in an old

weight lifting gym in Handsworth dur¬ 
ing his career as he combined training 
with working as a lithographic pho¬ 
tographer in Smethwick. 

But after his success in the trials he 
decided it was time a full time judo club 
was set up - initially in an old air raid 
protection hut, in Bleakhouse Lane, 
Warley. 

Alongside co-founder Terry Twom- 
low the club quickly established itself 
with athletes practising judo on ex¬ 
army bedding mattresses covered with 
a tarpaulin. As more and more athletes 


joined the club, after two years it was 
time to move out again to their present 
home at Harry Mitchell Centre. 

The club takes it name for the Jap¬ 
anese, which roughly translated is ‘to 
reap the teacher’s grade’. 

Soon after the club was established, 
Mr Collins took a full time job coach¬ 
ing the sport for school and college stu¬ 
dents. 

There were several exhibition tours 
aboard over the years including a visit 
to Russia which took in the Red Square 
in the early 1980s. Tours have also 


taken place to America, Canada, France 
and South Africa. 

“It is a wonderful sport to be part of,” 
said Mr Collins, who lives in Tividale, 
with his wife of 52 years, Joan. 

“It teaches you that even if you get 
knocked down you should get back up 
and try again and carry on no matter 
what. 

“There is the side to judo which 
teaches etiquette and respect. 

“Also with everyone in white suits it 
teaches everyone equality.” 

He also took part in a fun event to 
mark the anniversary, donning his judo 
gear again for throw a number of the 
group’s members lined up one after an¬ 
other. 

Many of the club’s past stars arrived 
for the black tie celebration event at 
West Bromwich Albion’s ground, the 
Hawthorns, last month. 

These included Dennis Stewart who 
competed for Great Britain at the 
1988 Olympics in Seoul where he won 
the bronze medal in the then men’s 
Half-Heavyweight (- 95 kg) division. 

Heavyweight 

The 54-year old is now a performance 
director with British Judo. 

Also attending was Kerrith Brown, 
who is chairman of the British Judo As¬ 
sociation, and Bryan Drew who became 
the first British Open super heavyweight 
champion. 

Mr Drew said: “The club has done so 
much for generations of people. 

“Malcolm has inspired so many people 
and is quite simply a legend.” 

Members even formed a band called 
Second Dan as most of them had black 
belt second dan grades. 

They’ve since reformed and are called 
Desperate Dans, and will play their first 
gig at a charity event on November 22 at 
Harborne Village Social Club Harborne. 

Mr Collins is now club president with 
Bill and Hilda Webb now taking over 
running the club on a day-to-day basis 
in conjunction with their son Jack.

WHAT’S in a name? Well, plenty 
as it happens, particularly when 
it comes to the identity of the 
Black Country. 

Greater Birmingham is dead. 
Long live the West Midlands 
Combined Authority or Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country, the 
councillors haven’t figured that 
one out quite yet. 

Five councils have joined forc¬ 
es to work on matters that affect 
them all and take advantage of 
whatever new powers or fund¬ 
ing they might be offered by the 
Government. 

And the reason they have 
done it is because the Heart of 
England is in danger of becom¬ 
ing a squeezed middle. The 
south east is expanding. The 
northern towns and cities are 
teaming up. 

If the Black Country and Brum 
are to get any more than crumbs 
off the table they have to be 
pulling in the same direction. 
At least that’s the theory behind 
the long-running saga of Greater 
Birmingham. 

The problem was that every 
time some well-meaning person 
uttered it in the hope of drawing 
attention to the West Midlands, 
all it did was provoke a debate 
about identity. 

The use of Greater Birming¬ 
ham in any sort of marketing 
exercise did not result in nation¬ 
al newspapers writing how the 
West Midlands was on the up 
but how its various towns were 
up in arms about something the 
London elite found to be terribly 
quaint. But the Black Country is 
the Black Country. It won’t sim¬ 
ply be quietly absorbed. We ay 
Brummies. 

The name Greater Birming¬ 
ham was supposed to be about 
unity and solidarity. In fact it just 
turned out to be terribly divisive. 

The combined authority is 
nothing to really get hot under 
the collar about. No-one is sug¬ 
gesting a new layer of bureau¬ 
cracy or generous allowances 
for councillors. Nor are they 
planning on having yet more 
elections that barely anyone will 
bother turning out to vote in. 

But ever since the coalition 
parties and Labour promised 
Scotland far greater control over 
its own affairs, there has been a 
lot of talk about doing the same 
in England. 

That means whether it’s the 
Tories, Labour or another coali¬ 
tion featuring one or the other af¬ 
ter the General Election, some¬ 
thing has to exist in the West 
Midlands to take advantage of 
anything that’s on offer. 

We’re already playing catch 
up. Greater Manchester which 
has had one for a few years. 

Maybe that’s why the name 
Greater Birmingham seemed to 
roll off so many tongues. As a re¬ 
gion we need to get our swagger 
back and remember what a big 
deal we all are, particularly when 
we’re on the same side. 

Birmingham is bigger than 
Manchester. It’s the second city. 
It’s time for the West Midlands to 
show London we should be pri¬ 
ority number one.

spending 
by college 
on temps 

ALMOST £350,000 was forked out on agen¬ 
cy staff by Sandwell College over one year. 
Spending on temporary workers there has 
gone up by almost 20 per cent in four years. 

New figures show the college spent £344,294 on 
agency workers over the last financial year - up 
from £278,544 in 2009/10. 

The increase comes as 


student admissions at the 
college continue to rise, 
with almost twice as many 
full-time 16 to 18-year-olds 
this year than four years ago 
and bosses say they have 
used agency staff to ensure 
there are enough teachers 
for classes. 

A spokesman for the 
college said: “As is com¬ 
mon with all colleges and 
businesses, where we have 
temporary staffing require¬ 
ments we use agency staff. 
We always put our learners 
first.” 

He added: “Whilst this 
(increase in agency spend) 
is the case, it has to be set 
against the background that 
the number of full-time 16 
to 18-year-olds almost dou¬ 
bled.” Most of the agency 
spend was in the automotive 


and electronic department 
at £118,927. Second high¬ 
est was in health and social 
care, £43,628. 

In the health and safety 
department, the college 
spent £38,925. A total of 
£22,394 was spent on agency 
staff working in the study 
link department, which of¬ 
fers support to students de¬ 
veloping learning skills. 

Last month, it was re¬ 
vealed the college’s board of 
governors were introducing 
tighter controls on spending 
after agreeing a loan of up to 
£2 million. It was after gov¬ 
ernors were told the college 
was £592,000 in the red at 
the end of May, partly down 
to the spending on the Sixth 
Form centre at The Public.

mug jailed 
for violent 
attack with 
wheel lock 


A THUG who attacked a man in broad day¬ 
light with a car steering wheel lock leaving 
him with nerve damage to his skull has been 
jailed for 30 months. 

Matthew Benain, of Thynne Street, West Brom¬ 
wich, struck Leroy Shirley on the head with the met¬ 
al lock before ‘gratuitously’ kicking him. 


The attack took place in 
a bookmakers in West Bro¬ 
mwich High Street, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard. The pair had been 
involved in a family dispute 
when the defendant and Mr 
Shirley by chance crossed 
paths on May 19. 

“The defendant was in 
the High Street to give a 
cross lock to his sister when 
he overheard Mr Shirley 
make a comment directed 
at him,” said Mr Howard 
Searle, prosecuting. He saw 
the defendant had a crook 
lock and crossed the road. 
He ran into a bookmakers 
with the view to get a chair 
to defend himself but before 
he had the opportunity to 
do that he was stuck on the 
head with the crook lock.” 

The court heard CCTV 
captured the attack and that 
the defendant was assisted 
by another man who has 
never been identified.

“As far as injuries are con¬ 
cerned the defendant was 
left with injury to the skull 
and a wound under his left 
eye.” The 27-year-old admit¬ 
ted one count of wounding 
with intent and one count 
of possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

Defending, Mr Jasvinder 
Mann, said the attack was 
not premeditated. 

“He is ashamed. He is dis¬ 
gusted with himself.” 

Sentencing Benain to 
30 months in prison for 
wounding with intent and 
12 months for possessing an 
offensive weapon to run con¬ 
currently, Recorder Derek 
Chinery said: “The victim 
is still suffering from some 
nerve damage.” 

He also issued a retrain¬ 
ing order preventing Benain 
from contacting Mr Shirley.

Comments

Inspectors also praised the efforts 
of the school’s leadership team for 
pulling up standards and raising ex¬ 
pectations of pupils.

Rock salt piled high for 
roads' winter gritters

HUGE mounds of grit are 
piled high as workers hit the 
streets of Sandwell as winter 
weather first arrived in the 
borough. 

Frosty conditions set in with 
temperatures plummeting, bring¬ 
ing out dedicated teams. 

Trucks went out across the bor¬ 
ough’s 300 mile-network of roads 
following predictions of colder tem¬ 
peratures by weather forecasters. 
With weeks of wintry weather ahead, 
trucks full of rock salt were delivered 


from sites in Cheshire. The deliveries 
allowed the council to hold 700 tons at 
its base in Taylors Lane, Oldbury. 

The council has nine vehicles cover¬ 
ing Sandwell’s streets using between 
70 and 80 tons of grit and salt each 
time they go out. Sandwell Councillor 
Maria Crompton, who is in charge of 
highways, said crews are always alert 
to changing weather conditions. 

“We constantly monitor the weather 
forecast and our gritting crews are on 
standby,” she said. “We have plenti¬ 
ful supplies which will be replenished 
throughout the winter.” It comes as 
the council launches its annual winter 


weather project, the snow champions 
scheme, later this month. 

Around 500 kits will be available to 
residents to help clear snow in their 
neighbourhoods this winter. Major 
roads are the first to be treated plus 
bus routes, busy roads and any other 
important routes including those serv¬ 
ing hospitals and bus stations. 

The Met office says average over¬ 
night temperature for November is 
around 3.3C (38F). Forecasters say the 
unseasonably warm weather has also 
caused trees to stay in leaf which can 
exacerbate flooding as strong winds 
blow leaves off trees and block drains.

Fond farewell to our dear mom 
Sylvie, proud to be an Aston Wench 


OUR Mom, Sylvie Chinn nee Per¬ 
ry, was always singing. 

Whatever she was doing she’d sing, 
but the times I remember best were 
when she sang on a Sunday along with 
‘Two Way Family Favourites’ on the 
Light Programme. 

Mom would be in the kitchen getting 
the roast ready for dinner and we’d hear 
her beautiful voice joining in with Sarah 
Vaughan, her great favourite, Tony Ben¬ 
nett, Nat King Cole, Billy Eckstine and 
others. 

Songs played a big part in her life. One 
of her earliest memories was of sitting in 
the big shelter in her yard in Whitehouse 
Street, Aston with her mom and dad and 
neighbours, and joining in the sing-songs 
that kept up their spirits as the bombs 
pounded down on working-class Birming¬ 
ham. Born in April 1936, Our Mom was 
only four when the bombing started. Like 
most Brummie children, she had been evac¬ 
uated at the start of the war. As she was

under school age, she was sent to Chelten¬ 
ham with Our Nan, Lil Perry, and other 
mothers and youngsters. Mom had only 
vague recollections of that time, but as with 
so many others she was fetched back home 
during this Phoney War. 

And then in the late summer of 1940, 
the Blitz began. Our Mom remembered 
one particular night of fear when Our Nan 
and Granddad, Arthur Perry, grabbed her 
in her night-clothes, held her in their arms 
and with everyone else in their yard rushed 
down the middle of Whitehouse Street to 
the big underground shelter of Powell and 
Hamner’s. 

When me and Our Kid, Darryl, were 
youngsters and we listened to such stories 
we found it hard to believe that there could 
be any happiness or fun during such terri¬ 
ble times. Yet there was. Our Aunt Win was 
one of Nan’s younger sisters and she was 


very close with Our Mom. Winnie used to 
titter about sending Mom to fetch her sand 
from the bomb pecks so that she could wet 
it and rub it on her legs. Then she’d get a 
black pencil and put a line down the back of 
each of her calves. 

That way when she went dancing she 
looked like she had stockings on. There was 
a problem, though: when she jitterbugged 
the chaps would throw her around, her 
frock would go up and you could see the 
whites of her legs above her knees. 

Space 

Mom spent a lot of time with Our Winnie 
because when Our Nan married, she and 
Granddad got a house in the same street 
as her Mom, Granny Wood. Granny had 
12 children and it was very difficult find¬ 
ing space for them all to sleep in a small, 
two-bedroomed back-to-back which down¬ 
stairs only had one room and a tiny scul¬ 
lery. So with Nan having a spare bedroom 
just across the street at 7 back of 6, she took 
in Winnie who used to sleep in the double 


bed in the attic with Mom. Mom always 
emphasised to us that she was fortunate to 
grow up knowing that she had the love of 
her Mom and Dad, grandparents, aunts, un¬ 
cles and cousins and to live in a street filled 
with love. At the heart of that love the in¬ 
spirational Granny Wood. Mom was always 
proud to be a backstreet Brummie and an 
Aston wench, even though she had moved 
away when she married Dad at eighteen. 
And although her house had been long gone 
and there was an open space where her old 
yard was, Mom always saw it in her mind. 

She was proud to come out of Whitehouse 
Street. Mom’s wish was for us to take her 
back to Aston when she died. And we did. 
We took her down her street and past her 
old yard. We remembered her life at Aston 
Parish Church and the cortege stopped at 
the Holte End of her beloved Aston Villa 
on its way to Perry Barr Crematorium. I 
know this: I am proud to be the son of Syl¬ 
vie Chinn, nee Perry and one of the Woods 
out of Whitehouse Street. I am proud to be 
the son of a proud Aston wench.

Sex pest in 
fake advice 
role loses 
his appeal 


A FAKE immigration adviser who pestered 
women for sex in a series of assaults must 
accept his convictions, top judges have 
ruled. 

Shacky Herbert Mukwakwami, aged 53, had al¬ 
ready been convicted of providing illegitimate im¬ 
migration services when his series of sex attacks 
against four women were exposed. 


Mukwakwami, of Rayford 
Drive, West Bromwich, was 
jailed for three years at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
in July 2012, after he was 
convicted of five counts of 
sexual assault. 

Three senior judges at 
London’s Appeal Court 
rejected the Zimbabwean 
national’s conviction chal¬ 
lenge, saying there was ‘no 
merit’ in claims the guilty 
verdicts were unsafe. 

Judge Anthony Morris 
QC said Mukwakwami re¬ 
ceived a suspended jail term 
after he admitted providing 
immigration advice without 
the necessary qualifications 
at Bridge Gap Human Re¬ 
sources Ltd, in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

But he was later exposed 
as a serial groper after his 
four victims came forward. 
During a pre-planned at¬ 
tack, Mukwakwami pushed 
a woman onto a seat and 
pulled down his trousers. 

The court heard that he 
touched her over her clothes 
in an unwanted advance 
and, when she protested, 
Mukwakwami said he would 
hand over cash and provide 
favours in return for sex,

but she refused. Mukwak¬ 
wami told his second victim 
that he ‘loved her’ on the 
day they met before touch¬ 
ing her. 

He touched a third wom¬ 
an’s bottom and fondled her 
leg, before rubbing himself 
against his final victim’s leg. 

Mukwakwami denied any 
wrongdoing, insisting that 
the women were lying. 

However, the jury found 
him guilty on all five counts. 
Applying to appeal hearing, 
Mukwakwami argued he 
did not receive a fair trial. 
He also insisted the guilty 
verdicts were undermined 
by fresh evidence from a 
woman he claimed was his 
girlfriend at the time. 

But Judge Anthony Mor¬ 
ris QC, sitting with Lord 
Justice McCombe and Mr 
Justice MacDuff, said: “We 
are satisfied that there is no 
merit in any of the grounds 
of appeal. It is not arguable 
that the convictions are un¬ 
safe. We also refuse permis¬ 
sion for the fresh evidence 
to be called.” 


Teens are locked 
up after bus arson 


TWO teenage boys who set fire to a £150,000 double-deck¬ 
er bus while other people were on board have been locked 
up. Passengers were forced to flee the National Express 
West Midlands vehicle when it burst into flames in Sparkh- 
ill earlier this year. CCTV captured the youths setting the 
back seats on the top deck on fire and a major appeal with 
the image was launched by police. 

The boys, who cannot be named for legal reasons, were 
sentenced to two years’ custody each after pleading guilty 
to causing arson with intent to danger life at Birmingham 
Crown Court. CCTV recovered from the blaze showed the 
pair ripping up newspaper, spraying it with deodorant and 
then setting it alight. 

The youths were arrested and had their mobile phones 
seized as evidence. A SIM card was missing from one of 
the boy’s phone and a man called Michael Kelly, aged 49, 
admitted he had hidden it. He was charged with perverting 
the course of justice. A 49-year-old woman charged with 
the same offence later had the case against her dropped. 

Kelly, of Charles Road, Small Heath, was also sentenced 
to six months in prison. Det Con Emma Owens said: “We 
believe the motive behind the fire was that the youngsters 
were unhappy about being challenged over their fare.” 















End of the maze as maize 
is harvested to feed cattle 


SHAPED as a poppy to commemo¬ 
rate the centenary of the Great War, 
a maize maze has taken pride of 
place at Forge Mill Farm in Sandwell 
Valley, attracting more than 2,500 
people over the past few months. 

But now harvest time has finally 
come for the maze, with special farm 
equipment being used to harvest the 
crop which is to becomefood for cat¬ 
tle. The maze, planted early in the 
spring at the farm, has been attract¬ 
ing visitors from across the region 
throughout the summer. 

The foodstuff was chopped up 
and stored in a barn to be fed to the 
farm’s rare breed Hereford cows. 

Farm bosses say the nine-acre 
maze has been turned into 150 tons 


of animal feed. Sandwell Council’s 
Farm Manager Richard Aldis ex¬ 
plained: “As winter approaches, we 
need to harvest the maize before it 
deteriorates, but our own farm ma¬ 
chinery isn’t designed for such spe¬ 
cialist work. 

“It’s great for us to be able to use 
the maize to feed the animals, as it 
actually provides quite a nutritious 
snack for them. The maize has 
brought many new visitors to the 
farm this year and we hope to see 
them again next year if we can get 
another maize maze established.” 

A new Hereford bull was delivered 
to the farm recently, to help con¬ 
tinue with the breeding programme 
for the herd.

Centre is ‘on the 
up’ say councillors 

COUNCILLORS have declared that West Bromwich was 
‘on the up’ despite its lowly ranking in a list of the best 
500 shopping destinations in the country. 

The town came 476th in the first ever Vitality Index, 
which scored centres on the quality of stores on offer. 

Halesowen was named 433rd on the list while Bear¬ 
wood was 417th and Wolverhampton 262nd. Dudley 
came bottom at 500th.

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Screwdriver 
attacker to 
be secured 
in hospital 


A PARANOID schizophrenic who attacked 
his neighbour with a screwdriver has been 
detained in a mental hospital. 

Victim Bajan Singh was left with a fractured eye 
socket after the attack outside his home last year. 
Lee Baker, formerly of West Bromwich, was made 
the subject of the order by Judge Robin Onions at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 


He had pleaded guilty to 
wounding Mr Singh with in¬ 
tent to cause grievous bodily 
harm at an earlier hearing. 

Mr Howard Searle, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Baker was a 
neighbour of the 61-year- 
old in Beresford Crescent, 
West Bromwich, when the 
attack took place. He said 
there had been disputes be¬ 
tween for much of the time 
they had been neighbours, 
and police had been called 
in the past. 

When Mr Singh returned 
to his flat at around 4.15pm 
on Mayl4, last year, Baker 
started to attack his neigh¬ 
bour, said Mr Searle. “He 
ran up the stairs to Mr Sin¬ 
gh’s flat and said he was 
going to kill him,” he said. 

“He had a screwdriver in 
his hand, and he attacked 
him, and during the inci¬ 
dent Mr Singh’s turban 
came off. He continued the 
attack, kicking him in the 
leg several times, sitting on 
his leg, hitting him with the 
screwdriver, and banging 
his head.” 

Mr Searle said that Mr 
Singh managed to fight back 
and Baker returned to his 
flat, while the victim called 
an ambulance. 

Mr Singh suffered a num¬ 
ber of injuries, the most

serious being a fracture to 
the orbital wall in his eye 
socket, the court was told. 
Mr Timothy Banks, rep¬ 
resenting Baker, said his 
client had been at Reaside 
Clinic in Birmingham since 
his arrest. 

He said Baker’s illness ap¬ 
peared to have begun after 
he was jailed for 14 months 
in 2009 for causing death 
by dangerous driving. Dr 
Rajesh Moholkar, called to 
give evidence by Mr Banks, 
confirmed that 45-year-old 
Baker had been diagnosed 
with paranoid schizophre¬ 
nia. 

He said he had made 
good progress since he had 
been in the hospital, and 
had shown remorse for the 
attack. Dr Moholkar said 
Baker would require treat¬ 
ment for between one or 
two years. If he responded 
successfully, he could then 
live in supervised accommo¬ 
dation, he said. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Onions, ordered that Baker 
be held at Reaside under 
Section 37 of the Mental 
Health Act for an unspeci¬ 
fied period, until his treat¬ 
ment was complete.

J ames Nesbitt is hands down 
one of the best actors on 
television and has been for a 
while now. 


Everything he puts his name to 
oozes quality and he has a range 
that takes some beating. 

At a time when the idea of another 
legal, medical or police procedural 
drama makes us yawn, it can’t be 
easy picking a credible role, but 
simply by being in The Missing, 
Nesbitt has made it fantastic 
television. 

Of course, this particular drama is 
helped along no end by the fact that 
Nesbitt is joined by such a top- 
drawer cast, but Frances O’Connor, 
who plays Emily Hughes in the 
hard-hitting drama, couldn’t speak 
more highly of her co-star. 

She explains: “I love acting with 
Jimmy because he just brings it! 
Every time you do a scene, he steps 
up and really gives it a hundred per 
cent for you. I love all the choices he 
makes, he’s great. We’ve had to do 
some really tricky scenes but he’s 
been very supportive.” 

O’Connor isn’t exaggerating when 


she talks of those tricky scenes. 

With such a sensitive subject matter 
- a little boy going missing while on 
holiday in France - it’s little wonder 
the nation has taken this eight-part 
drama into their hearts, and 
O’Connor didn’t need much time to 
think about signing up to the part. 

“I just loved these scripts - I 
thought they were brilliant,” she 
explains.

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Rapide a dream machine

You don’t have to be selfish to 
drive an Aston Martin; the beau¬ 
tiful Rapide S allows you to take 
three friends with you in four- 
door coupe style. For 2014 As¬ 
ton has tweaked the looks and 
the mechanicals to make this a 
200mph dream machine. 

As with most Aston Martins, there 
is much about the Rapide S that is 
reassuringly familiar. The DB9-based 
exterior is as beautiful as ever, but is 
distinct from that car on account of the 
bullish nose as well as the extra pair 
of doors. 

Of greater significance is the adoption 



of a new eight-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion which not only promises smoother 
shifts and the extra ratios but also a higher 
top speed; the Rapide S can now bust the 
200mph barrier for the first time. The sus¬ 
pension has also been tweaked to improve 
the ride and handling and there are some 
new trim options too. 

The Rapide S has the kind of looks to 
grab your attention whether you want it to 
or not; it has curves, grace and a swagger 
that is hard not to love, even if you’re not 
the fortunate person behind the wheel. The 
changes to the 2014 version only go as far 
as some new colour options- notably Dia- 
valo Red which was previously only availa¬ 
ble on the limited edition Zagato - and new 
ten-spoke alloy wheels. 

It might seem incongruous to think of 
an Aston Martin as being practical, but the 
Rapide S is designed to carry four people 
and their luggage. If you’re sitting in the 
front then getting comfortable is a cinch, 
with plenty of adjustment in the seats and 
good space. 

In the rear space it is a little tighter, but 
unless you scale over 6ft tall the rear seats 
are cosy and cocooning. The boot space 
is useful too, with the ability to fold the rear 
seats and increase the space. 

The things that haven’t changed about 
the Rapide S are still brilliant, chiefly the 
sensational 6.0-litre VI2 engine, but the 
new gearbox allows you to get the best 
from it. In automatic mode the shifts are 
smoother and faster, so you can ooze 
around town just using the mighty torque. 
A firmer squeeze and the Rapide S accel¬ 
erates with ease, while you can switch to 
manual control of the gearbox to fully ex¬ 
ploit the huge power reserves. 

The Rapid S also manages to handle

like the sports car it is based on, despite 
being larger and heavier than the DB9. 
The steering is responsive but not too 
sharp, the ride controlled and the handling 
very reassuring for a car costing close to 
£150,000. It’s a significant improvement on 
what was already excellent. 

It’s hard to make a case for the Rapide S 
being good value for money with a sticker 
price like that, but you certainly get a lot 
for your cash. Those sensational looks, the 
magnificent engine, the cabin swathed in 
fine leather and a kick-ass Bang & Olufsen 


audio system. You can This is a car for the 
wealthy, no doubt, and although the well- 
heeled do tend to be fussy about what they 
buy it’s safe to say they will be impressed 
by the Rapide S. A couple could use it as 
the ultimate GT with plenty of space for 
long weekends, while parents could com¬ 
plete the school run if they want to give 
their kids instant playground kudos. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Divine.

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Sit pretty 
with your 
fabulous 
fun Fabia

Cars are becoming an extension of your 
smartphone, keeping you in touch with the 
world and, hopefully, on the right track for 
next to no money. 

The new Skoda Fabia, on sale in the UK towards 
the end of January and a fresh take on a car loved by 
more than five million ‘sensible’ owners across Eu¬ 
rope these past 15 years, is a fine example of the way 
new models let you live your motoring life as though 
you were sitting on the settee at home. 

Except that this living room will move you in some comfort 
at the legal limit while your phone (loaded with the route be¬ 
fore you left home) talks to you in an American accent and 
tells you which way to turn at the next junction. 

Lots of other apps, as well as satellite navigation, can also 
be used on the clear touchscreen that features on the dash 
of the new Fabia. 

And it really is a new Fabia, with a fresh look on the out¬ 
side (more creases and dramatic folds than before) and an 
interior that stays as logically set out as ever (hurrah!) but 
with dash more style. 


Shorter 

It’s a tiny bit shorter, wider and lower than before, with 
modest gains in the boot and passenger compartment; both 
features that were hardly lacking before, and which must 
have attracted lots of people to a car where simple sense 
was more important than mere style. 

Revised, or new, petrol and diesel engines and useful 
weight savings (some versions now tip the scales at less 
than a tonne - rare in any car this size today) make the latest 
Fabia potentially more economical and promise lively per¬ 
formance, although not both at the same time. 

Prices start at £10,600, a £630 increase, but Skoda says 
the new entry level Fabia comes with £740 worth of added 
kit, including a DAB radio, Bluetooth and heated and electri- 
cally-adjustable door mirrors. 

Move up to SE spec cars, likely to be the big sellers in the 
range (with 1.0 litre and 1.2 litre petrol power) and you’ll find 
the clear touchscreen that mirrors the applications on your 
smartphone. 

That means instead of finding the extraordinary £1,200 
needed for built-in satnav on the outgoing Fabia, and cho¬ 
sen by almost nobody, you can use a cheap-as-chips app 
on your phone. 


Delight 

The system had some way to go on the cars presented 
on the Fabia’s press launch in Portugal, showing us parts 
of Lisbon not meant to be en route, but will surely be de¬ 
bugged soon. 

The car itself was a delight to drive with the more power¬ 
ful 1.2-litre petrol engine and larger alloy wheels on the top 
spec SE L car even hinting at a certain sportiness that may 
surprise the mainly more mature (50-plus) drivers who buy 
Fabias. 

They’ll love its eagerness and admire the way their cars 
stays refined and easy riding. 

Driven with spirit the Fabia on test showed 43mpg on its 
nicely clear trip computer. A less powerful Fabia tried earli¬ 
er, with 75 horses from its 1.0 litre engine, did only slightly 
better, while making heavier weather of both motorway and 
hilly side roads. 

So pick a-1.2 litre model (they start at £13,390 in SE 
trim) and you will hit the sweet spot of a range that just got 
better.

He 
said the statue had been 
three years in the making. 

But it was the club’s 
surprise guest, 74-year-old 
Law, which made Brown’s 
day. Brown grew up in Man¬ 
chester and watched Law as 
a teenager when the Scot¬ 
tish striker played for Man¬ 
chester City.

Brown said: “They braved 
it. It was cold out there, it 
was absolutely bitter. 

“They have been there a 
while and for them to come 
out and do that, I thank 
them very much. But I ex¬ 
pect nothing less from Al¬ 
bion fans. Throughout my 
career, they have been abso¬ 
lutely brilliant.” 

Before unveiling the 
statue, Brown said to the 
fans: “Over the years you 
gave me great support and 
even in the years since I 
stopped playing football you 
have still been fantastic. 

“It still amazes me, even 
nowadays, when young kids 
come up and ask for my au¬ 
tograph. Mind you, most of 
them say it is for their gran¬ 
dad.” 

Law, who was most pro¬ 
lific at Manchester United 
during a spell when he 
scored 237 goals in 354 
games, said: “I thought it 
was a magnificent tribute to 
a most fantastic player. He 
played a lifetime with West 
Brom, an excellent player.”
